E 
permission, the procession enter- 
ed the extensive compound of the. 
American Southern Baptist Mis. 
sion, After cursing the mission- 


.laries, some.attempted to break 


rank, but were reprimanded by. a 


certain Mr, Liu, employed as busi-} 


ness agent, Words soon came. to 
blows. Lin‘ was carried off, wound- | 
ed in the head, to provide sport for 
the crowd, But it. was not long 
tbefore a detachment of soldiers, 
sent by ‘Brigadier-General. Chong, 
tke military official in charge, res- 
cued ‘him from his tormentora, A 
guard of soldiers was also sent to 
prevent further ‘trouble at the Bap- 
tist eompound. . a " 
The demonstrators’ next step was 
to protest publicly against General 
Chong’s action in trying to restore 
order, and to ‘force the, stores to 
close till Liu was handed -back to 
them. After the. stores had" re- 
mained closed for’ a day, the 


prisoner was handed back ‘to. the] 


demonstrators. He was bound, and 
two Chinese characters, “yang nu” 
(foreign slave) were roughly tat- 
tooed on either cheek, In this con- 


4dition he was paraded all over the 


city. Finally he was released and 
‘told to leave Kueilin at once, neve? 
to return, Chinese who are’ not 
extreme, explain that Mr. Liu, was 
treated with such cruelty by 
enemies he had made, for, for soma 
years in this place, he has con- 
tiually threatened tradesnien, and 
sometimes had them imprisoned fer 
breaches of contract, with little 
mercy, shown, With an attempt 
to enter the Baptist compound on 
the 18th, which’ was foiled by the 
guards, the leader of the file of 
soldiers was degraded, and the in- 
cident closed. It is repbrted that 
bthe Provingial Authorities at Nan- 
ning have wired Kueilin demanding 
that the leading demonstrators he
